Russia's new premier, Sio'ypin, has 
addressed a telegrain to the governors: 
general, governors and prefects 
throughout Russia, and to the viccroy 
of the Caucaseus, as follows: 

“in conformity with instructions re- 
ceived from the emperor with a view to 
securing {ull co-operation between the 
different local authorities, Jhoreby in- 
form you that the government expects 
you to exercise your vigilant sup2r- 
vision over your subordinat2s, 80 that 
order may be promptly and definitely 
restored. 

“Disorders must be suppressed and 
the revolutionary movement put down 
by ail legal means. The m2asures you 
take must be carefully considereed. The 
siruggle begun is against the enemics 
or society, not against society itself. 
Conseyuentiy wholesale repression can- 
not be approved of. 

“Imprudent and illegal-acts are like- 
ly to give rise to discontent instead 
of conducing to calm, and are not to 
be tolerated. The intentions of the 
emperor are immutable. 


“The government firmly desires to 
assist in the amendment of legal pro- 


cedure, and the laws “hitherto en- 
forced which no longer serve their 
purpose. The old regime will be re 
generated, but order must be fully 
maintained.

Following is Mr. Fletcher's reply: 
I have read Mr. Iven’s letter on the | 
subject of cut-worms and believet here

Although he had the controlling in- 
terest in the great diamond fields in 
South Africa, he wore no diamonds. He 
did not affect jewelry at all for per- 
sonal adornment, tut he nad a2 great 
taste for and a magnificent co:lection 
of antique decorated jewelled objects. 

He was the son of a German mer- 
chant, and at twenty years of age 
found himself with very little money, 
but with fair prospects, sitting on a 
clerk’s stool in a shipping office at 
Hamburg. He was heir to his father’s ;

It was the young ‘German’s great 
opportunity, and he was not slow to 
seize it. His years of training in the 
Hemburg shipping office had not been 
wasted. He was cool-headed, a man of 
ckrderly business methods and he 
quickly realized that not all of the 
wealth of the mines would save Kim- 
berley unless order took the place ot 
chaos, and the industry was placed on 
a proper commercial basis.
